Apparently, UNB students were 
considering then withdrawal from 
NFCUS, but the decision of the 
SRC defeated this. Tho recent 
discussions Ibavo again presented 
the possibility of a secession on 
the part of UNB, 

Tho twenty-minute withdrawal 
camo on tho eve of tho Atlantic 
Regional Conference of NFCUS, 
to be held at UNB on Jan. 29-30. 



$140,000 

GRANTED FOR 
PEARCH. 

' A grant of $140,000 by the Well- 
come Trust of London to McGill's 
department of anaesthesia ^was an'- 
nounced by Dr. F. Cyril James 
yesterday. The sum, which is to 
be paid over a period of five years, 
is to support anaesthesia research 
at the university and its teaching 
hospitals. ' . 

' The Wellcome 'Trust is headed 
by Sir Henry Dale world-famoUs 
physiologist who attended tho In- 
ternatiqnal Physiological Congress 
at McGill-in the summer of 1954. 

The grant, the largest of its 
kind ever made by^a Briton to a 
Canadian institution, will make 
possible the appointment of a full- 
time research professor of anaes- 
thesia. It conies as ' récognition 
both of the eVer increasing im- 
portance of anaesthesia and the 
pioneer w^ork of Dr. Wesley Bo- 
urne. Dr. Boumo established the 
department of anaesthesia at Mc- 
Gill in 1946. 

Dr. n. Griffith 

His successor is Dr. Horold 
Griffith, president of the World 
Federation of Societies Of Anaes- 
theologists and ' anacsthesist-in- 
chief ot the Queen Elizabeth Hos- 
pital. Dr. Griffith is widely kno\vn 
for his introduction into clinical 
use ^of the South American Indian 
arrowhead curare used *o secure a 
more complete relaxation of mus- 
cles in mojor operations, particu- 
larly those of the abdomen. 

The McGill department o f ,anaes - 
thesia has larger TW^I^S^fof 
graduate students iif this field 
than any other university. There 
arc 33, all graduate doctors, en- 
rolled in the three-year diploma 
course from various parts of Ca- 
nada and several foreign . contries. 
There' are répresentatlviès' of the 
United States, Germany, Turkey, 
Italy, the Philippines and Colom- 
bia. ' .
